Summary

Approximately 1 in 6 Hispanic people with HIV in 
Maryland remain undiagnosed.

Hispanic people diagnosed with HIV were less 
likely to be retained in HIV care and virally 
suppressed as compared to other race/ethnicity 
groups.

Hispanic MSM were among the demographic 
groups with highest HIV diagnosis rates in 2020.
